An affidavit charging Revells Broth- 


ers, owners of the Paradise, with un- 
lawfully operating an Ice creum fac- 
tory without first obtaining a' license 
has been filed in the court of Justice 
E. G. Abbott. 


Application for a license must bo 


made to the agricultural board, which 
determines whether the • prospective 
licensee has a. factory complying with 
the state sanitary code. 


The new law was passed on May 


IS, 1921, go|ng into effect on August 
18. On September 13 an Inspector vis- 
ited the Paradise plant, and a license 
was refused the owners of the nlant on 
tho strength of his report.

Tho law passed by the legislature 


does not define "sanitary facilities." 
However-the agricultural board 
has 


made rulings that ice cream may not 
be made in the basement of a build- 
ing, and that the room in which it is 
made must- have on square foot 
of 


sunlight to every 20 square feet of 
floor space. 


Because the factory room of 
the 


Paradise does not comply with these 
two departmental rulings, the license 
to manufacture ice cream has been 
denied Revelis Brothers. They have a 
lease which runs for etn. years on. tho 
building which they now occupy, and 
it is stated that it would toe almost a 
physical; impossibility to rearrange 
their plant to comply with tho two 
rulings of the agricultural board. For 
this reason they intend to contest the 
decision of the agricultural board Ib. 
refusing to grant a license. 


The intention is to continue to man- 


ufacture the ice cream as usual, until 
they are forced to quit. 


C. Homer Durand, who is acting for 


Rev-elts Brothers, states that the rul- 
ings of the agricultural board with re- 
gard to tho floor on which the plant 
must 'be and the ampunt of sunlight 
admitted to it are insane, and aside 
from that, unconstitutional. 


The state law makes no such re- 


quirements, and the agricultural board 
has no right to make the rulings, Du- 
rand says. By so doing tho legisla- 
ture Is permitting authority to be dele- 
gated, which Durand claims is against 
tho constitution.

The New York World points 


out that the president's refusal 
to prevent a vote on the Pana- 
ma Canal tolls bill in the sen- 
ate, which he could have pre- 
vented had he acted in time,! 
was not only an indication of 
lack of leadership, but it has 
only served to increase the com- 
plications with which he is sur- 
rounding himself. 
Says The 


World: 
"It is now reported that the 


President will seek to over- 
come the diplomatic embarrass- 
ment created by the Senate by 
persuading the House leaders 
to postpone consideration until 
after the Conference 
for the 


Limitation of Armament. 
This 


will do no good. The way out 
is for the House to pass the bill 
immediately, if it intends to 
pass it at all, and for Mr. Har- 
ding to veto it. There are not 
enough votes in the Senate to 
pass it over the President's veto 
and the bill would be out of the 
way before the conference met. 


"Apparently Mr. Harding 


has no objection to the bill as 
a violation of a solemn treaty 
engagement. The Republican 
national platform pledged the 
party to the exemption of coast- 
wise shipping from the pay-) 
ment of tolls thru the Panama 
Canal and Mr. Harding specifi- 
cally indorsed it. The commit- 
tee that framed the platform 
knew what it was doing in re- 
spect to the treaty obligations 
of 'the United States and Mr. 
Harding knew what he was do- 
ing. The question had been 
thoroly threshed out in 1914 
;when Mr. Wilson asked Con- 
gress to repeal the discriminat- 
ing Tolls Law that had been en- 
acted during the Taft Adminis- 
tration.

making ready to repudiate :i! 
solemn treaty obligation that' 
the United States hud entered 
into with the British Govern- 
ment nearly twenty years ago.

American responsibility would' 
be impeached before the con- 
ference had assembled. 


"In view of the action of the 


Senate in respect to the Treaty! 
of Versailles, European nations' 
are already sorely perplexed to 
know how to carry on diplo- 
matic relations with the United | 
States, but they understand, al' 
least, that the Senate is part of 
the treaty-making power 
and ' 


that it is independent of the 
Executive, who alone can nego- 
tiate 
treaties. 
What 
they 


•would never be able to under- 
stand is the cynical refusal of 
Congress to abide by the ex-] 
plicrt terms of a treaty which' 
the Senate had already ratified 
and which, according to the 
Constitution, Mas "the supreme 
law of the land." 


"Mr. Hard ing saw this when 


Jt was too late to prevent the 
passing of the Borah bill by the 
Senate, but ho cannot mend 
anything by having the House 
defer action. 
The shadow of 


the bill will 
hang over the 


Washington Conference every 
day that it is in session, and 
every delegate will know that 
theHouse will acquiesce as soon 
as it is expedient to do so. No- 
body will be deceived by the 
delay. 


"If the President, however, 


|will urge the House to dispose 
of the bill at once he can go in- 
to the conference with clean 
hands. 
Assuming that the 


House is in favor of it, a veto 
message will dispose of the
